United 
States 


coins of 1921 have successfully passed 


• their official examination, according to 
the report completed tonight; by the 
annual assay commission appointed by 
President Harding to test the year's 
coinage. 


Examination of the 1021 coins was 


made nt the Philadelphia mint, the 
commission testing n. number of pieces 
out of each batch of metal melted for 
coinage during the year and reporting 
that till of them were found, to be fully 
within the requirements of the law. 


Resolutions commending the opera- 


tion of the mint and the new standard 
silver peace dollar wore adopted by 
the commission, which noted with ap- 
proval the coinage of "a silver dollar 
commemorative of the peace following 
the World war, thus completing the 
redesigning of the .entire silver coin- 
age oi> the government; and also that 
the designs of the new coinage have 
now been brought to a state of artistic 
excellence compared with the best 
coinage of existing nations."

Today he is the head of a firm of in- 
vestment brokers and has many other 
interests, altogether representing .. a 
capital of several million dollars.

Ask Mr. Borg the reason for his- 


phenomenal rise and he will tell you 
that success can only be had by put- 
ting-, the interests of your employei- 
or your ,firm or your community above 
yotir own interests, by doing a'little 
more than is required of you and by 
building up a reputation fpr doing- 
just a little more.than the "right 
thing-" for others. 


Mr. Borg was born in Union Hill 


N. J. forty years ago. He was one of 
six children. He started out to make 
his own living at the age of fifteen 
with a common school education as 
his only asset.

Mr. Borp 
informed the creditors, however thai 
he would make the sum good, never- 
the-less, because he did net wish 
them to have any doubt of his hon- 
esty. 


Hard to Make Good 


"It was hard to make good on that 


proposition at that time," said Mr. 
Borg, "but I did it, and I realize now 
'that it was one of the best moves I- 
ever made. There is scarcely a man 
i'n business 
who, at 
some time or 


other, does 
not need credit. 
I am 


certain • that I established my credit 
on a firmer foundation by repaying 
that money which I was not actually 
icquired to repay than I could have 


;done by any' other method." 


With these 
lessons well _ learned 


Mr. Borg developed this $2,000 busi- 
ness into the present Borg Brothers 


& Co., one of the' best known invest- 
ment firms i'n the street. ;He is presi- 
dent of the third largest 
zinc lead 


producing company in 
the country, 


president of a newspaper publishing 
company and has many other corpor- 
-ate interests. 


He Went From $4 a ^yeek Up 


To Millions ,"' ' 


Mr. Borg rose from a salary 


of $4 a week'to a fortune in 
seven figures within the trief 
space of twenty-five years. Here 
is his recipe for/success:
